The reason 
tor the delay and change is that the 
building can nob be erected from the 
plans adopted for the amount of 
money available from the bond issue 
voted last June. 


Bids for the construction of the 


"building were opened at a special 
'meeting of the county board held last 


Thursday and because none of the 


* bid* came within the limit permitted 


Sbr the bond issue they were all re- 
jected and the board Instructed the 
local trustees and the architect to 
draw new plans to be submitted to 
the county school board. 


The architect is now working out 


the new plans and these will be 
ready for submission to the local 
trustees In a couple of weeks. After 
being approved here they will be sub- 
mitted to the county school board 
«nd. If approved, new bids on con 
struction will be asked.

'"•Most residents of New Smyrna, and vldiiity are familiar with the names of 
the ornamental trees and shrubs that glveVthe eltr Its attractive appearance, 
but visitors from other states, parilcolargr those tar North, while charmed 
by their beauty, flnd many to be ot stranie varieties unknown to them. 
In 


the North most of the trees are of the deciduous variety; that is, they drop 
their leaves in the fall and are bare and .dormant during the winter. 
The 


trees there that are of the evergreen variety are practically all of the 
coniferous kind, such as pine, hemlock, spruce, balsam and cedar. 


One of the attractions of Florida trees !• that the majority of them are of 


the evergreen variety. 
It Is for this reason that visitors from the North, 


where It is cold and the trees are bare, are not only transplanted to a 
comfortable climate, but the green foliage of the trees makes it take on an 
appearance of summer.

All dogs In the city have been or- 


dered chained or muzzled by Mayor 
Newell and City Marshall Hollo has 
been busy the last couple of days 
serving notices on dog owners. The 
cause of this order issued by Mayor 
Newell was a telegram received from 
the state board of health Tuesday 
morning saying that the head ot the 
strange dog shot here Saturday 
showed that the Uog was affected 
with hydrophobia. 


The strange dog made his appear- 


ance here Friday, coming from the 
south. It is reported he came from 
TituiTille. His peculiar actions and 
inclination to snap at and bite other 
dogs attracted the attention of a num- 
ber of people and the matter was re- 
ported to Marshal Hollo, who started 
out on a hunt for the dog, which was 
going rapidly from one section ot the 
city to another, stopping only long 
enough to snap at or bite every dog 
he came In contact with. The dog 
was finally killed in (he section west 
of the railroad and City Health Offi- 
cer Chowning immediately severed 
the head and sent it to the state 
board of health for examination.

FIRE STARTS IN BRUSH 


SWEEPS THE PENINSULA :FOK 


SOME DISTANCE TO COTTAGE* . 


ON BEACH. 


A total of eight cottages on Coro- 


nado beach were destroyed by fixer 
Wednesday afternoon, when a fire. 
which had been burning in the brush, 
on the peninsula since Sunday, was 
driven rapidly to the beach by the 
strong wind from the west. So quick- 
ly did the flames rush across the In- 
tervening space to the beach that the 
people of Coronado and many person*! 
from New Smyrna, who were called 
on for help by the aid of the fire- 
whistle, were unable to do anything 
to materially checking the progress, 
of the fire. 


The cottages destroyed w*re in 


the first group south of the Atlantic 
hotel and in the space of about an. 
hour's time eight of these building* 
had been entirely aestroyed by thtt 
flames. The houses burned were the* 
Sperry. Dohn, Frost, two Chisholm. 
and two Dickinson Cottages. In th«r 
same group of houses the Stafford* 
two Hlldreth and Bonavaries cottage* 
were not destroyed, although they 
were 
considerably damaged by ,the> 


flames. The Currier cottage was also> 
on fire several times, but the blaze 
was extinguished each time and the* 
building was saved. 


For some time after these building*,

If we fail to 


recognize the fact and act accordingly 
b> protecting others from ourselves, we 
are guilty of a moral wrong 


The accepted theory of modern medi 


cal science asserts that if tuberculosis, 
yellow fever, malaria! smallpox, typhoid 
fever* even colds, bronchitis and many 
other diseases could once be stamped 
out 
everywhere, humanity would be 


freed from them for all time, because 
they are communicable only by the 
transference of germs, and the germ of 
each disease can carry only that par- 
ticular disease and no other 
But so 


long as those various germs continue to 
exist, there Is alwaj s the danger of 
their spread to new victims 


This 
declaration of 
science Is not 


Utopian, because where proper and In- 
telligently administered precaution is 
observed there follows a reducing of the 
disease even of the commoner diseases 
absolutely 
stamping them 
out within 


prescribed sections or territories 


But to reach such results, scientists 


and sanitists are powerless to do more 
than to point out the way 
It rests 


with individual men and women 
the 


people themselves, to bring about the 
ideal conditions of universal healthful- 
ness 


The germ of tuberculosis makes the 


patient the source of Infection and it is 
evident that to reduce the danger of in- 
fection, to prevent the spread of the 
disease, the germ must be kept from 
reaching 
new victims 
If such germ 


transference could be prevented, even 


lessened, the proportion of one tuburcu- 
iar patient to every seven of the popu- 
lation of the United States would lie 
vastly changed 
It IB a matter of 


infinite 
precaution 
and 
watchfulness, 


but it Is possible 


The same is true of typhoid fever and 


the entire feasibility of reducing the 
prevalence of the disease has been 
demonstrated in the United States army, 
also In the city of Jacksonville, where 
the screening of earth closets brought 
the number of deaths from 62 In 1910. 
to 14 in 1915, of which six cases origi- 
nated outside of the city

communication if no one had a cold no 
one else could have a cold 
We do not 


'catch cold' from drafts or wet feet, 
but because we get the germ of a cold 
from some one who already harbors it

branes of the throat, are expelled by 
sneezing, coughing, even by emphasize)! 
talking 
Of course those germs don't 


retain their power for harm in the open 
air longer than a few seconds, but when 
a person is within two or three feet,pf,

another victim with a hard cold 
In 


crowded church or street car, where 
people are necessarily gathered in _. 
jroximity, the individual who faifo 
smother the cough or sneeze in a 
kerchief Is guilty of a moral oft.

The vet- 
eran was in the ring in the big battles 
in which McCoy, Corbett, Sharkey, 
Maher, Fitzslmmons and Ruhlln fig- 
ured, as well as refereetng practically 
all the championship bouts fought in 
and around New York In the lighter 
divisions of pugilism during the old 
days.

Mthoittr.whiUlioalrttorilTsan 
old. He began refareelng In a pro- 
fessional way when he was 17 or 18 
In the amateur clubs In New York. 
His Infallible Judgment, his fatness 
and his honesty soon brought a de- 
mand for his services In the profes- 
sional clubs and In a few years he be- 
came the best known and most popu- 
lar referee In the Halted States. 


White numbers his friends by the 


tens of thousands. There is about 
him a sincerity that forces one to be- 
lieve Instantly—and then permanent- 
ly—In his honesty and fairness.

Lithuania, etc., by the 
Russian troops tbe relief was dlstrlbut 
ed through (he 000 co-operative socle 
ties established by the Colonization 
association In tbe various towns and 
villages.

and loan associations and were well 
adapted to tbe distribution of relief.

It ha* been announced by tbe New 


port News Drydock and Steamship 
Building company that the new su 
perdreadnanght Pennsylvania, which 
to to be the flagship of the Atlantic 
fleet and wnkh to 4,000 tons larger than 
the largest ship of tbe dreaduaught 
type ever built for the United States, 
will leave Newport News for her build 
era' trials at once. The Pennsylvania 
to now about 9T per cent completed 
and If necessary can be made ready 
for active service within a few weeks. 


Powerful as are the new superdread 


naughts Oklahoma and Nevada, the 
future flagship of Admiral Fletcher to 
superior to those vessels not only In 
size, but hi armament, for she carries 
a main battery of twelve fourteen-lnch 
gnns as against ten of the same caliber 
In tbe main batteries of tbe Oklahoma 
and the Nevada. Those ships are of 
27,500 tons displacement, whereas the 
Pennsylvania displaces 31,400 tons. 


Twenty-one Knots an Hour. 


The Pennsylvania's contract calls for 


a speed of 21 knots, but U Is the hope 
and expectation of her builder* that 
•he will exceed that speed by at least 
a knot The Oklahoma, which under 
her contract was required to make 
205 knots, exceeded 22 knots in her 
recent trial* off the Maine coast.

Uses and Abuses of Fertilizers 
By Prof. R. J. H. De Loach, Director of Georgia Experiment Station. 


2. INTELLIGENT USE OF FERTILIZERS IN GERMANY. 


The Second of a Series of Six Articles. 


All state institutions have fostered the fertilizer trade since its origin, 


in the early fifties. Slate organizations of all kinds have taken a livelj- 
part in the building up of the trade, and in later years the states have taken. 
It for granted that the trade is profitable to farmers and merchants alike, 
and have therefore framed laws to regulate its manufacture and Bale. Jn 
every state where fertilizer is bold in appreciable quantities laws have beea 
passed exacting certain requirements of the manufacturer, as to analyses, 
grades, etc. Besides the trade, over ambitious, might forget its obligation to» 
the consumer and offer for sale inferior material under the name of fer- 
tilizers. We may say without fear of successful contradiction that the> 
states themselves are largely responsible for the ri&e and volume of the 
fertiliser trade. 


It has long been recognized that Germany leads the world in many 


lines of science. This is perhaps true in regard to the use of fertilizers i^ 
tarly years. Germany discoveied that mineral salts applied to growings 
crops increased the yields immensely, and gave time and study to the under- 
lying causes, and has suggested to the other parts of the world many valu- 
t ble lessons on her findings _Von Liebig, through his studies and lec- 
tures on modern agnctiltuie, has made known much of the work of Germany 
111 the early histoiy of the use of commercial fertilizers. Liebig says that- 
Kuhlman, a Get man agiicultural scientist, applied salammontac to a meadow 
in the years 1845 and 1846, and found that on a hectare (2% acres) he gath- 
ered 8,140 pounds of hay more than on the same kind of meadow where he- 
did not use the salamnioniac. He hccuied this rcbult by using about 200> 
pounds of salammoniac to the acre 


In commenting upon this Von Liebig has the following to say: "It in 


quite certain, that in the action of the guano, which produced the crop next 
highest after the Chili saltpetei, an unmistakable part was played by the» 
ammonia contained in it. On the other hand, however, the experiments 
with carbonate and nitrate of ammonia show that a quantity of ammonia,, 
or nitrogen, equivalent to that in 20 pounds of guano and employed under 
the same conditions, was almost without effect." 


Fertilizer Experiments In Germany. 


A little further along he bays: "The most recent observations on the> 


comportment of the soil towards the food of plants show how slight is the 
knowledge we possess of their mode of nourishment, and of the pan which, 
the soil, by its physical condition, plays In it. 
The comportment of the 


Haiti of ammonia, of chloride of sodium, and of nitrate or soda, toward* 
the earthly phosphates in the soil, may perhaps assist us In throwing 
some light on their action, or one of their actions, on the growth of plants."• 
This statement was made because it was always found that when common. 
salt was added to certain mineral manures, greater yield was obtained, 
and Von Liebig came to the conclusion that this was due to the relation of' 
this added material to the liberation of potash in the soils. 


Only a short time after the war between the states the German pot- 


ash beds were discovered and by rapid leaps and bounds this material gained 
in favor with planters as well as experimenters. The necessity for find- 
ing a combination to liberate the potash in the soils was now removed 
and thorough satisfaction was found in the use of the nitrate of soda and 
the potash salts, and here the industry stood for a long time. Liebig does 
claim, however, that Tribasic phosphate of lime crept into the formula and 
was found efficient. This fact is very significant and happened to be dis- 
covered by a constant study of the use of the nitrate of soda and potash 
salts. Ltebig thought that these two plant food materials had the power 
of dissolving phosphoric acid in the form of earthly phosphates, and these 
In turn added-greatly to the yield of farm crops. 


Germany's Crop Yield* Greater Than Other Nations. 


We have here many hints of what afterwards really developed to b» 


(acts—namely that the three great elements of plant food that should be 
applied to i the soil for good crop yields are phosphoric acid, ammonia and 
potash. For many years these three elements have been, the essential 
elements of plant food In a fertilizer formula. 


Today Germany applies more mineral salts per acre to her crop* than 


any other nation in the world, and partly as a consequence gets higher 
yields of farm crops than any other nation. It is significant that then* 
two facts are so closely related, but it must be remembered that Germany 
has learned the lesson of good tillage—deep plowing, the proper use of 
vegetable matter in the soil, and the dangerous practice of continuous 
cropping with any single crop. It is also to be remembered that the land* 
on which the most money can be-cleared without any kinds of fertiliser* 
are the lands that will give greatest profits with fertilizers.

way in Stamford In 1893. He had lived 
there all bis life and was weH known 
and highly respected. 
Prange live* 


with his wife and two children—Ellta 
eighteen, and Charles, twenty—at tha 
time in a comfortable home. 


In the fall of tbat year the wander- 


lust seized him. He believed a for 
tune awaited him in tbe west Final 
ly he answered the call, telling bt 
family tbat be _would communicnt 
with them later. 


Months passed and they beard notb 


Ing. Tbe months lengthened Into years 
and still no tidings came. Advertise- 
ments were inserted in newspapers a I 
over the country without avail. Tbeu 
the conclusion was forced upon tbe 
family that Prauge was dead. He n: 
mourned as such. 


Suffered Partial Aphasia. 


Meantime Prange was encountering 


strange experiences. He went first to 
Chicago, then to Denver. In Colorado

forgot to write home. 


One day while riding along a lonel) 


I rail bis horse stumbled and threw 
him on his head. For weeks he was 
in a Hospital with brain fever. When 
he flnally emerged he suffered from 
partial aphasia. His inlnd for months 
was a blank. 


It was a long time before Prange 


fully recovered. 
Then, ashamed to 


write Ironic, lie plunged farther Into 
I he «<>it. He took up mining In Call 
loruiu and prospered. 


Within the past few years his ac- 


tivities have centered about Los An- 
Keles, where he made a fortune. Still 
he delayed writing to his family. Re 
believed bis wife and children dead 
Then came u longing to know.

decided to go east. 


Prange arrived in New York. So 


•sure was be that bis family was dead 
that he went at once to the family 
burying plot In the Hackensack (N. J.] 
cemetery. No new graves were there. 
He then visited a brother-in-law, Wil- 
liam Huyler, hi New York and from 
him learned that his wife and children 
were still In Stamford. Tbe daughter 
Is Mrs. Henry J. Flick, wife of a pho- 
tographer there. She now has a daugh. 
ter as old as was Prangc's daughter 
when be went away. Tbe son is Dr. 
Charles Prange, a prosperous dentist 


Tbe wife, son and daughter were 


communicated with, and all three hur- 
ried to New York. Prange met them, 
and the reunited family went to Stam- 
ford. 


Prauge Is sixty-nine years old, and 


hid hah- is white. He proposes to dis- 
pose of all bis Interests in California 
and will spend tbe remainder of bis 
days in Stamford, which be left so 
long ago.

French retreat from Orues. six miles 
northeast of Verdun, was given by a 
wounded French soldier who wan In 
tbe engagement: 


"On the 21st we started giving ground, 


with tbe Germans ut our beela. No 
sooner had we traversed Ornes. firing 
as we went and taken tbe road to1 Moil 
court than our artillery opened on the 
advancing Germans. I've seen some 
bloody fighting In this war, but they 
were only sham battles compared with 
this conflict 
Shell after shell ripped 


gaps In tbe German lines. 


Advanced Twenty Lines Deep. 
"As our seventy-fives flamed death 


against the oncoming, close packed bat- 
talions, twenty lines deep, the corpses 
were piled up in mounds. We were so 
near tbem tbat fragments of bloody 
flesh, from human bodies torn asunder 
by exploding shells, fell among us. 


"Tbat ulght we spent in Moncourt 


under tbe ghastly radiance of star 
shells, which tbe Germans fired contin 
nously. 


'Under the lurid glow of these 


bombs the 
bloody battlefield 
was 


shown with Its carnage. I saw long 
lines of German dead, where machine 
gun volleys or shells had torn through 
the ranks.

GOMPERS ON TEACHERS' PAY. 


Labor Leader Says Hod Carriers Make 


More Money Than Instructors. 


"The hodcarrler gets more wages 


than yuu do. Your professional spirit 
perhaps puts you above (he hodcarrler 
and apparently gives you a feeling ol 
superiority. You are the poorest paid 
and least considered of all our public 
servants." 


Samuel Gonipers, president of the 


American Federation of Labor, made 
this declaration to a meeting of teach 
era in the De Witt Clinton high school 
In New York. They were gathered to 
make the llrst definite move to form a 
union. 


Every teacher in Greater New York 


received a pamphlet appealing for sup- 
port of the proposed organization. Tbe 
book asserts the antagonism of the 
board of estimate to teachers and urges 
Immediate action In forming the union 
It has been proposed that the new 
union affiliate Itself with the American 
Federation of Labor. The name sug- 
gested is American Teachers' Protec- 
tive association. 


President Gompers took exception to 


a statement that If the teachers organ 
Ised they would be subject to sympa 
thetic strikes to help metal workers 
and other organized labor unions. 


"There Is no sympathetic strike 


agreement In our labor movement' 
said Mr. Gompers. "No power in labor 
can compel a sympathetic strike. The 
first duty of the teacher is toward tbe 
child. Another duty Is toward himself 
or herself." 


NEW DESIGNS FOR "CHANGE." 


MS Styles of Halves, Quarters and 


Dimes May Be Out In June. 


The director of tbe mint with the 


approval of tbe secretary of tbe treas- 
ury, will this year provide new de- 
signs for the silver half dollar, quarter 
dollar and dime. This Is done every 
twenty-five years. Tbe last change In 
the design of these coins was made in 
tbe Harrison administration In 189L 


The process of making a new coin Is 


somewhat slow and laborious. Prob- 
ably It will be next June at tbe earliest 
before tbe dies are prepared and the 
coins actually struck off. The artists 
who are to make tbe new designs nave 
not yet been selected, and tbe changes 
that are to he made have not been 
rally decided upon. 


Under an executive order It will be 


necessary to submit tbe designs to the 
members of the federal art commis- 
sion, not necessarily for their approval, 
bat far their advice and suggestion, be- 
fore final action Is taken by tbe secre- 
tary of the treasury.

prescribed sections or territories 


But to reach such results, scientists 


and sanltists are powerless to do more 
than to point out the way

with individual men and women the 
people themselves, to bring about the 
Ideal conditions of universal healthful-

The germ of tuberculosis makes the 


patient the source of infection and it i» 
evident that to reduce the danger of In- 
fection, to prevent the spread of the

by the American Jewish relief commit 
tee are being distributed among tbe 
Jewish war sufferers In the various 
countries of Europe Is shown ui a pre 
llmbiary statement Issued by the com 
mlttee. The statement has been com 
piled as an answer to Inquiries as to 
the manner of distribution and tbe re 
liability of the persons co-opera tin?: 
with the committee In the war zone. 


Itus-la has so far received Sl.085.000 


of this money, the amount having been 
sent through Kuhn, Loch & Co. to tin 
Azov Don bank of Petrocrnd for the 
Jewish Colonization association. The 
monej has then been turned over to 
tbe cential relief committee of Petro 
grnd, which le composed of 100 repre- 
sentatives of the Jewish community 
there. Before the evacuation of Bus 
shin Poland. Lithuania, etc., by the 
Russian troops tbe relief was dlstrlbut 
ed through tbe 000 co-operative socle 
ties established by the Colonization 
association In tbe various towns and 
villages. 
These societies bad been 


serving the Jewish people as savings 
and loan associations and were well 
adapted to the distribution of relief. 


To Germany, German Poland, etc.. 


1660,000 has thus far been sent to M 
M. Warburg & Co. of Hamburg an 
has been expended under the direction 
of Das Jnedlsche Hllfskomlte filer 
Polen. 


Maximllllan Paul Schtff is acting an

The American committee has 


already Kent to Palestine $100.243 for 
general relief and «S.OOO for soup kitch 
ens In Jerusalem and contributed $90.

Uses and Abuses of Fertilizers 
By Prof. R. J. H. De Loach, Director of Georgia Experiment Station. 


2. INTELLIGENT USE OF FERTILIZERS IN GERMANY. 


The Second of a Series of Six Articles. 


Ail state institutions have fostered the fertilizer trade since its origin. 


In the early fifties. State organizations of all kinds have taken a livelr 
part in the building up of the trade, and in later years the states have taken. 
it for granted that the trade is profitable to farmers and merchants alike, 
and have therefore framed laws to regulate its manufacture and sale. In: 
every state where fertilizer is sold in appreciable quantities laws have beea 
passed exacting certain requirements of the manufacturer, as to analyses, 
grades, etc. Besides the trade, over-ambitious, might forget its obligation to- 
the consumer and offer for sale inferior material under the name of fer- 
tilizers. We may say without fear of successful contradiction that the> - 
states themselves are largely responsible for the rise and volume of the 
fertiliser trade. 


It has long been recognized that Germany leads the world in many 


lines of science. This is perhaps true in regard to the use of fertilizers i^ 
tarly years. Germany discovered that mineral salts applied to growing? 
crops increased the yields immensely, and gave time and study to the under- 
lying causes, and has suggested to the other parts of the world many valu- 
t-ble lessons on her findings 
Von Liebig, through his studies and lec- 


tures on modern agriculture, has made known much of the work of Germany 
in the early history of the use of commercial fertilizers. Liebig says that. 
Kuhlman, a German agricultural scientist, applied salammoniac to a meadow 
in the years 18-15 and 1846, and found that on a hectare (2% acres) he gath- 
ered 8,140 pounds of hay more than on the same kind of meadow where h» 
did not use the salammoniac. He secured this result by using about 200> 
pounds of salammoniac i.o the acre. 


In commenting upon this Von Liebig has the following to say: "It if 


quite certain, that in the action of the guano, which produced the crop next 
highest after the Chili saltpeter, an unmistakable part was played by the> 
ammonia contained in it. On the other hand, however, the experiments; 
with carbonate and nitrate of ammonia show that a quantity of ammonia, 
or nitrogen, equivalent to that in 20 pounds of guano and employed under 
the same conditions, was almost without effect." 


Fertilizer Experiments In Germany. 


A little further along he says: "The most recent observations on the> 


comportment of the soil towards the food of plants show how slight is the 
knowledge we possess of their mode of nourishment, and of the pan which 
* 


the soil, by its physical condition, plays In it. 
The comportment of the 


salts of ammonia, of chloride of sodium, and of nitrate of soda, towards 
the earthly phosphates in the soil, may perhaps assist us in throwing 
some light on their action, or one of their actions, on the growth of plants.'" 
This statement was made because it was always found that when common. 
salt was added to certain mineral manures, greater yield was obtained, 
and Von Liebig came to the conclusion that this was due to the relation of 
this added material to the liberation of potash in the soils. 


Only a short time after the war between .the states the German pot- 


ash beds were discovered and by rapid leaps and bounds this material gained 
in favor with planters as well as experimenters. The necessity for find- 
ing a combination to liberate the potash in the soils was now removed 
and thorough satisfaction was found in the use of the nitrate of soda and 
the potash salts, and here the industry stood for a long time. Liebig does 
claim, however, that Tribasic phosphate of lime crept into the formula and 
was found efficient. This fact is very significant and happened to be dis- 
covered by a constant study of the use of the nitrate of soda and potash 
salts. Liebig thought that these two plant food materials had the power 
of dissolving phosphoric acid in the form of earthly phosphates, and theao 
In turn added-greatly to the yield of farm crops. 


Germany's Crop Yields Greater Than Other Nations. 


We have here many hints of what afterwards really developed to bo 


facts—namely that the three great elements of plant food that should 'bo 
applied to.1 the soil for good crop yields are phosphoric acid, ammonia and 
potash. For many years these three elements have been, the essential 
elements of plant food in a fertilizer formula. 


Today Germany applies more mineral salts per acre to her crops than 


any other nation in the world, and partly as a consequence gets higher 
yields of farm crops than any other nation. It is significant that these 
two facts-are so closely related, but it must be remembered that Germany 
has learned the lesson of good tillage—deep plowing, the proper use of 
vegetable matter in the soil, and the dangerous practice of continuous 
cropping with any single crop. It Is also to be remembered that the lands 
on which the most money can be-cleared without any kinds of fertiliiors 
are the lands that will give greatest profits with fertilizers.

Writ*, but Prospered and at Laat 
Decided to Return—Found Wife and 
Two Grown Children—Happy Family 
Reunion Results. 


Frederick C. Prange was reunited 


with his family at Stamford, Conn., 
tbe other day after having- been given 
up as dead for twenty-three years. 
When he went away be was poor. He 
comes back rich and with a story as 
strange as a moving picture scenario. 


Piange was In business In a small 


way In Stamford In 1893. Be had lived 
there all bis life and was wed known 
and highly respected. Prange lived 
with his wife and two children—Ellta. 
eighteen, and Charles, twenty—at that 
time in a comfortable home. 


In the fall of that year the wander- 


lust seized him. 
He believed a for- 


tune awaited him in the west Final- 
ly he answered the call, telling bis 
family, that be would communicate 
with them later. 


Months passed and they heard noth- 


ing. Tbe months lengthened Into years, 
and still no tidings came. Advertise- 
ments were inserted in newspapers all 
over the country without avail. Then 
the conclusion was forced upon the 
family that Prauge was dead.

I've seen some 
bloody fighting In this war, but they 
were only sham battles compared with 
this conflict

"Tbe Germans advanced, and we re- 


tired under orders, but we killed them 
by tbe dozen. It was so terrible that 
t, wbo have watched my comrades 
fall around me almost with indiffer- 
ence, shudder as my memory recalls 
those scenes. 


"Eventually we reached Moncourt 


and took shelter for a time In tbe 
wood. Although It was 3 o'clock In tbe 
morning, the bursting shells made it as 
clear as day, giving tbe battlefield the 
aspect of a fairy scene 


Dead Stood In Groups. 


"From behind us the French artil- 


lery fired into the German masses, the 
German shells flying over our beads 
toward the Douaumont section. Then 
our machine guns, placed In batteries 
every five yards, began to play, and we 
saw the dead In groups. From Mon 
court I followed tbe supply road to 
Flenry, where I took the light rail- 
way toward Verdun. The heavy guns 
near Douaumont and Damloup were 
firing as fast a* they could be loaded. 


"When we passed between the two 


points the air pressure produced by the 
continuous discharge* was so terrific 
that blood rushed from our ears and 
our lungs almost ceased working."

Labor Leader Saya Hod Carrier* Make 


More Money Than InstruBtora. 


"The hodcarrler gets more 


than you do. Your professional spirit 
perhaps puts you above the hodcarrler 
and apparently gives you a feeling of 
superiority. You are the poorest paid 
and least considered of all our public 
servants." 


Samuel Gompers, president of the 


American Federation of Labor, made 
this declaration to a meeting of teach 
era lu the De Witt Clinton high school 
In New York. They were gathered to 
make the llrst definite move to form a 
union. 


Every teacher In Greater New York 


received a pamphlet appealing for sup- 
port of the proposed organization. The 
book asserts the antagonism of tbe 
board of estimate to teachers and urges 
Immediate action In forming the union 
It has been proposed that the new 
union affiliate Itself with the American 
Federation of Labor. The name sug- 
gested Is American Teachers' Protec- 
tive association. 


President Gompers took exception to 


a statement that If the teachers organ 
tied they would be subject to sympa 
thetic strikes to help metal workers 
and other organized labor unions. 


"There 
Is no sympathetic strike 


agreement In our labor movement" 
said Mr. Gompers. "No power in labor 
can compel a sympathetic strike. The 
first duty of the teacher is toward the 
child. Another duty Is toward himself 
or herself."
